jATfUAetv 2nd, — The extension of the TAilwey from 
Honeysuckle Point to the Bteamboat Wharf has bean 
for some time oooipletsd, but it oennot bs used for 
purpoeeo of traction until the line will hove been 
lowered where It.pasBea Untler the Australian Agricul- 
ouiturai Compsny'e viaduot, at tho interaecition ef the 
latter with Hunter-street ; the height of thoyladvict 
there not being sufficient to permit the peasige of the 
onrriaeen under it, It is intended, therefore, to de- 
dcat trie lino at the spot in question, so aa to bring it 
under- the arch of the hriogo next the river, end to 
lower the rail about two feet, In order to afford a pus- 
sage ; tha chimney of tho mall locomotive is to be cue 
down for tbo same purpose. The terminal station and 
sheds, it ii to he regretted, have not been aa yet oom- 
menced, aa opportunities ere only required by tha 
public immensely to inorcaaa the traffic of the line, 
which cannot ns yet be said to bn mure than 
formally opened. Although, tho opening of the 
railway to tho wharf here would bo a 
greet stride in ad vahoe, yet .too most serious, impedi- 
ment both to the succeae of the line, end to the great 
public convenience which, it is calculated, to afford, 
exists in the- delay in tho construction of the extension 
of the other end of it to West Maicland, which la aa 
unfortunate as it b extraordinary, the time for the 
completion of the contract having expired last month, 
and not morn than about heir the work being as yet 
nniehed, As regards this extension it may bs weir to 
fttste that the bridge over Melbourne-street. Heat 
Maitland, is. partly completed, cud the excavation hat 
been neatly taken Dot for the road approach ; the 
brldffowill ,bo constructed of brick piers and timber 
top framework, rind will hflva three openings in tho 
.centre, one being for the roadway. Tho bridge OTcr 
Waliis Creek has not es yat beoa begun ( it will be 
entirely constructed of iron bark timber, the piers to 
be of piles driven to the solid rock. Under every dis- 
advantage the traffic on the line, during tha recent 
holidays, ha. been larger than at sny time previously, 
. Tho. sdwttoMilitf prospects of the Kerth-EiHtcm 
Boroughs hove undetiono many changes within the 
last ten dove or a fortnight. About Ihtit pariod Mr, 
Towns, of Sydney (who is yery papular here, tjecsase 
of hi* efforts to remedy thceffDets of local neglect), si.

rlvellod for it, exuberance and its wealth. Indeed, I 
think l may lay vrithout exaggeration that Ihogeeteral 
condition of our country, ftom the extreme north to 
tho extreme Bonth. is now one of great prosperity. It 
cannot be denied that during those years in which thii> 
society has been in existence there haa been a eon. 
alderablo improvement in the cultivation of the soil of 
this county. Of course I am far from attributing that 
greet rosult to the operations of this institution, 
which, although always useful, novo nuecEHirilr 
been hut limited in extent. Ofl ate yearn, othe r eooie- 
tiea have ariien in thii district with elntiEar objects, 
arid at times there has been— I think most unwisely — 
a feeling of jealousy among the supporters of the 
older inetituiion. For my own nut, I have never 
shored in that sentlaieht, 'but, on the earttrery, have 
always felt that the more these sooietiea were en- 
couraged tho more advantageous it would bo for the 
county. It must be o aourcs of great gratldcation to 
ua to bayo al this board one no much entitled to our 
respect, not only for hia personal character bat for the 
credit which his' unrivalled herd and hia auccess aa a 
aultivAtor. generally hsvc brought upon the agriculture 
of this county, aa my fiicnd ft£r, Dauocy, who is, in a 
few days, to pres id", over the fcetival of a society which 
t/h onee thought to be arrayed in hostility to tho In- 
stitution the anniversary of which ws are now oele. 
hratiug. Gentlemen, I hatdly Itnow tlial I should 
have 'ventured tu allude to any other topiD, were it not 
felt, I Ihinfc, by almost every one that at thii moment 
no body of Englishmen can meet without making 
tome alight reference to the lamentible state of 
effiirs which, la now presented in our Eastern doroi- 
niona ;■ and, Iniesd, my ton, friend Mr. Daunoy.

which to enter into (tie eauaes Of th.BC 
or to Inriuire who eie lbs indivltiuats upon whom the 
responsibility for (ham nut ultimately rest, But I 
think there are two consider4tiorui whioh cannot at 
auoh a moment ba absent from tho mihda of 
Englishmen. In tho breoat of every man 
there must now exist e feeling of profound 
eympxthyfor those of our fallow-subjcets In India 
whoso Bufferings hsvo dimmed every eye and pained 
every heart in the kingdom. And there must bo 
equally present in ' every mind an anxiety that 'the 
QoYorntuent should at this criala 'taha' those eteps 
whleh may ba adequate to the ceils™ to vindicate 
east enoire and maintsin our glory; (Cheers,) 'These 



are not p trty politics ; they era the feellus;t now up- 
pcrmoat In tha heert of every Englishman. I believe 
it ia now also the universal convitttiori that the descrip- 
tion originally given of theso unfortunate and extra, 
ordinary movements in India was not authorised hy 
the circum st ances of the eaae. Day hy day wo havo 
seen that that which was at first characterised 03 a 
slight and accidental occurrence, is in lactone of those 
great events whioh form epochs in tho history of 
mankind, and whioh can only he accounted 
for by considerations demanding the deepest 
attention from atalesmoo and nations. But, although 
three months havo olapaed since tho startling nowa of 
theaa diiaatera uiigtns^ly arrived in England— 
although every ecicoeeohng mail has brought to us 
gloomy intelligence showing that these disasters arc 
otilminating to a proportion infinitely moro terrible 
than tho country at first imagined — although we can- 
not flatter ourselves that either hy thonextmail, why 
th e mail after that, or even for a aoneiderable period 
to cooib, we shell heat the cheering news which, we 
ware informed eo often would immediately reach ua, 
butt which haa hitherto eluded out expectation, — ■ 
'although I forseo much evil, atill I do not new, and I 
Dover have, doiinaolled daipondency or despair 
(fJhoere. ) But lam persu tded thnt if we wish to repair 
tliesn minf>rluneB wo must recognise their magnitude 
and importance, and that it ia only upon thia recogni- 
tion that wn nan devise remedies adequate to the 
emergency. (Hear, hear.) I hare said that every 
succeeding mall has, like the one whioh has last ar- 
rived, brought ua gloomier tidings. . We wero told 
at ftrat thnt though tha Bengal army had proved 
false, yet that - the armies of Bombay and Madras 
could or entirely depended upon, Week after week, 
howover, we have found that tho hopes we have in- 
dulged have been faiUcious in both of these respects, 
Greater dteieterg reety occur, Ws st: all probably learn 
that tha Id uhratie princes have rleen againat 11a, Wo 
must or epare. ourselves fur an insurrection In the 
Punjsb— a province which we are always told has 
been fail hfu). Nevertheless, if England, instead of 
being induced in treat these events ea merely acci- 
dental, casual, and comparatively trifling, will compro- 
-hend that the issua at stake Is enormous, and the 
peril colossal, t haVB not tho slightest doubt that 
e nation ao great in spirit and in resources es our own 
will prove that it is equal to oops with dangers or 
even thet magnitude. Our perils arkn not merely 
I from those who have rebelled against our authority — 
our dangers spring nnt alone from tlte insurrection 
whioh may rage in our distant dependencies ; if 
we unoer value the gravity of the crisis in which wa 
are placed cor greatest danger will bo from ourselves, 
( Hear, hear,) 1 may be permitted, therefore, to ex- 
preas my hope and belief (hat if towatda the end of 
this year a foreo of eufflcle nt 1 trength is landed on tho 
shores of Hindestan, If that force is guided with the 
wisdom and energy we have a right to expect, if the 
measures taken nro strong and oomnrehensivo enough 
for the emergency, we ahafl ba able to vindicate our 
empite, etui ahall have an opportunity, of which wa 
may avail ourselves, to lay the foundations of a aiahla 
and, Itrvet, a virtuous Qovemmeut. (blear, hear.) 
And allow mo to soy— and I do it invidiously to no 
one— that J deeply regret that we do not see the pre- 
paration which the accenton seams to justify. I would 
ask this question, tie tho enhjeot has been introduced 
to us, not with reference to the conduct of any 
political pariy.lt it with regard to what at this moment 
moat deeply interests EngliahnKn,— " How is it that 
alt this lime the navy of Boglond never appears to 
have played any part in the meaanTe* of preservation 
to which, we have had recourse I" We are now told 
that it Is raslnly hy availing ourselves of our gunboats 
that we shall bo able to penetrate into tha interior and 
oiiivey aucnour 10 our faelesgUOted ounutrrraana, But 
there ia not a gunboat in India, I see by the lost 
account a that the accidental arrival of a- single frigate 
—the Shannon— was hailed with rapture by the in- 
habitants of Calcutta. Why, there are 50 fiigatoa like 
the Shannon in England. What lire they doing t 
Where ore they f Why arc they not there? Ara thsy 
cleaning their deoka and squaring their yards? Butlf 
tho casual arrival of a single frigate eo much 
emboldens tho auihoTities ol Calcutta, and gives ao 
much hope and encouragement to DUE European 
population, I say thnt ia a proof that we Ought to have 
an adetjuito naval fiyroo there, and that there should, 
be gunbnati, which might at ihia moment e»jry help 
and relief 10 one besieged countrymen at LiicknoW and 
Agra. I tak e thia opportunity, therefore, of OXpreal. 
Ing my hop? that the people of this country will Con- 
vey to thoae in authority that at the piosenttOTjutio- 
tn», while they are ready to supper t any Ministry la 
any measures which will assert lie empire of England 
and tend to bring rescue to our euuenng countrym en 
in India, they do expect from any GovornmEmt that 
thia noble disposition shall be wiaely taken advantage 
of,.and-lhat the mcasurea devised ehall ha common- 

jaet oil which 1 will venture to touch. When an 
opportunity 1> offered to ns, and when at 
the end of the year that great advance into 
the oountiv takes plane which wa anticipate, . I 
have ao doubt, and I expect, that all thnt rotiibotlon- 
If we may use the expression— which the aolcQvn 
necessity of the case «tiu,ircB will ba exacted. (Bjjst.) 
But'f may ho permitted to add that I trust nothing 
more will be exacted than the necessity of the ease 
does require. The horcora. of war need no stimulant, 
Tho hottora of u war carried on as tha war in India is 
at preaent especially need no etimnlanl. I am per- 
suaded that our soldiera and our sailors will oxaot a 
retribution which it may, perhaps, he too terrible tu 
pause upon. But I do without the slightest hesitation 
declare my humble disapprobation at persons of high 
authority announcing that upon the standard of 
England "vmneenoe, nnd not" juBtlce," should he 
inscribed. (Hear.) At tbia moment I gee by the 
nswepapera that her Majesty has issued ■ nro- 
olamation for a day of solemn fast and humnietlon. 
when she. inviting her people to join bee, wdl 
humble, herself before the Almighty, acknowledge 
her sins and thoae of her people, and express her be- 
lief thet In Ihe existence of chiae sine seme cause of 
these terrible calamities may be found. Now how in- 
eonsrarent it is for. o. a. a great and goad people to 
obey tho commande ao earnestly communicated to us 
by our Sovereign, to talk of fasts and humiliations, 
and et th* same time announce that In the conduct of 
our foe. we are to U nd the model of our own behaviour. 
Ifor one proleat. agrtinat laklng Nana Sahib se a model 
for tho conduct of the Britiau soldier. I 
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mt-Btina Btrodiics by itrooitiaa, (Hear, hear.) 
heard thing. Enid andacen things written of late which 
make me almost suppose that the religious opinions 
ol the people of England had undergone aorao Buddctt 
change, and that instead of bowing before the name 
of Jestu we were preparing- to revive the worship of 
Molooh, (Hear, hour,) I cannot believe that It is our 
duty to indulge in auoh a spirit. I think that what 
has happened in Ind.a is a great providential lesson, 
by whioh wa may proEr t and if we meet it Uke 
brave and inqulrinc- men we may snort our dominion 
and establish for the future in' India a (xovornraeut 
whioh mny prove at osteai lasting and bono urable to 
this country. (Hear, hear) I hope that the clergy 
of out ohuroh, on tho occasion that is Impending, will 
seise tha opnoctunity afforded them, while thev 
support the spirit of [he people by the oonaciouancss 
nftha Divine assiatnnoe, to fmpiess at the same time 
on tho national mind that thia ii a Christian country, 
and that tbo character cf a Christian warrior Is not 
only to be bravo hot to be ohsritable. (Hear, hear.) 
I Will not enter further Into thia engrossing- Ionic. 
It was . impossible Sir ma at ench u moment to 
roovain entirely silent upon it. My object he* 
been to insist upon two points which ought not to bo 
absent front out minds— vii.. sympathy with our 
fillffaring fellow-countrymen nod countrywomen In 
India ; and also a detvrrnination to enforce upon the. 
Government that the proparacorui for the future shall 
be adequate to tbb gravity of the oecaaion. As tho 
arrangements for our meeting' in this county, owing 
to geographical said other clrcumatancee, are extremely 
difficult, I would aiao express a hope that steps may 
bo taken ao that Buckinghamshire may not be found 
wanting at such ;i moment in ousting that contribution 
to the Rational fund now mootirao of collection whioh 
I am sure the honour and the heat feeling of tho county 
would prompt; (Heat-.) I trust when it is my privi- 
lege to meet yotl again that the aspect of affairs may 
not be bd gloomy as at present. If they do assume a 
touch brighter character, depend, upon It that happy 
change will not be due to our having treated grave 
events in a depreciating spirit. Thtn la no error 
bo acrle-m as 10 underrate peril. We ihould be 
prepared 10 eneountar every danger when our duty re- 
quirts us to assume such an. attitude. But 1 never 
know duns tor which upon thu whole could not be 
tmced to the dealing in a light tone, and in. a temper 
inadequate to tho oocmion, with the commencement 
of great perils. Ithialt the people of this countrr 
have st length been awskenej to tho importance of 
tbo contingency ; and whenever the opinion of the 
nation is ,„ ato uaed -whenever Engl.nd knows that 
ahc has to put forth 'hen gfcetost energiee-I have 
caver found that she hna failed in tlio rearilt, (Hear 
hear.) I am persuaded. If a eerious and solemn eon. 
vtctfonperyuieatho land, that, instead of thU belne 
but a partial mililary mutiny,- occasioned, as 
altered br - ■ 




able to take those meaatLrcs, endure those sacrifices 
nud make those exertions which will vindicate oar 
Imperial power, and keep England what I hope she: 
will long tcmeiri— ths leading nation of tho world.

ITjibnitu Counr iNTmouBa, — Tho Prlnors&c do- Conti 
had another a-i venture-, whioh made considcrdhlo noise, 
sad whioh had good results. Bite hail taken into her 
favour Clermont, ensign, of tho Grsnsdarnea and of the 
duard. Ho had pretended to be enamoured of har, 
and had net been repelled, for she soon became in love 
with him. Clermont had attached himself to tlte-aer- 
vice of Hf, de Luxembourg, end was the merest 
creature in his hands. At the instigation ol Mi un 
Luxembourg, ho turned away his regard* from the 
Princcsse do Contf, and fixed thsin -upon one of her 
maids of honour — aladoraoiacllo Ohoin, a great, ,ugly, 
brown, thick-ietgirl, upon whom Uunaeimiour, [son 
or Loins XXV* and MAricTherose) had lately bestowed 
his affection. Mnnsaigncut made no secret of thtei 
nor did ehe, Such being the cose, it occurred to ef. 
de Luxembourg (who sinew he waa no favourite with 
tho King, and who built all Ills hopes of the future 
upon MonseigncUT) that Clermont, by marrying La 
flhoiu, might thus secure the favour nf Monaeiitneur, 
whose entire confidence she possessed. Clermont was 
easily persuaded that this would be for him a royal 
road to fortune, and he accordingly entered tvilitngly 
into the aehenae, which had just begun to move, when 
tha campaign commenced, and everybody went away 
to Join the armies. The King, who pertly saw thu 
intrlglls, soon made himself entirely master of It, by 
intercepting the' lotters which passed between the 
various parties. He read there the project of Clermont 
and Ln Chain to marry, and thus govern MoneeighsnT ; 
he saw how M. do Luxembourg was the son! of this 
scheme, arid the marvels to him he expected from it, 
Tho letters Clermont hod received from the Frincessa 
de Comiha now sent to Mademoiselle Ls Chain, and 
always spoke to her of afrmselsmeur ns their "fat 
friend." Willi this correspondence in his hands, Ihe 
King one day sent for tho Princesse de fJonti. said In a 
severe tone tlt.it, he knew of her wcalt nets for Clermont 
and, eo prove to her how badly sho bad placed her 
affection, showed her her own letters to Clermont, end 
letters- in which he had apoXen most contemptuously 
of her ta La Choin, Then, as a cruel pnnishmem, he 
made her read aloud to him tho whole of those lettcrf- 
At this she almost died, end threw herself, bathed In 
teste, at tho feet of the King, scarcely able to articulate. 
Then obttco sobs, Entreaty, despair, and rage, and cries 
of justice, ef revenge, This was aoon obtained. Made- 
moiselle La Choin was driven away the next day ; 
and M . de Luxembourg had orders to strip Clermont 
of his office, anil send him to the must distant part of 
ihe kingiom, Tho terror of M, de Luxembourg ani 
tho Prince da Conti at this discovery may bo imagined.

poateral by Cardinal rViseraan. It claases with a love 
sone; by Fulyphemus, or an ooloirue by the Italian 
gentleman who dragged his rattle, or rather other 
people's, backward into his don. The Cardinal's style 
js tho result of a transmigration throTiali several stag eg, 
equally though, variously foreman ia trie national taste. 
It in Irish translated into Spanish, tapaaisb into Italian, 
Italian into English r veraacuiar English into cccle- 
aiaatlcal Latin, and ecclesiastical Imttn back n^ain inin 
Englteh bowltchatl. It ia such English as nobody in 
hiaeensea would cither talk, or speak, or write, or read, 
or iroeginc till ho bad gone through a highly artineial 
process af mental and ourporeal inflation. It sialka and 
strides, and puSs and blows, and gllstera and swelters, 
all uantlon nnd enobroidery, with a towering I ..-■■, ]■ |. !-■ .-. 
and innalmerabia folds, and an interminable train 
and 14 'What a length, of tail behind!" In 
all writing there is, r>r ought to be, a 
certain tono which rapresenta the prevailing 
sentiment of tho vrittcr. The tone follows ns a matter 
of conree when the aenthnertt ertbats. It oncaaionally 
bappona. however, that a man does not know what ta 
be at, and has nil aorta of eon dieting feelings, perhaps 
the worst tile strongest. In that oaac tone is bs im- 
possible as in a curiosity shop or an omnibus. TFtia 
may possibly explain bow it ia that tbo Cardinal is 
alternately pathetic and cutting, patriotic and philoso- 
phical, aftWienato and candid : " nil lltinge by (urns, 
ond nothing long," Indeed, this discard betrays 
iiaalf in the flrsL idea of hia pastoral, " Had this 
oai amity," says tile Cardinal, ''fallen upon our. fore, 
fathers in Catholic days, one would have seen the 
ttreots of this city trodden in every direction by pent* 
tenttal processions of men and women, crying out 
aloud, like David when pestilence bad struck the 
people/' The historic idea is simple enough, nnd as 
.old as old nan be. We have it in Ifomer — the procej* 
sion ot Secuba and tbe ladies, rjf Troy to 
the ahrute of atiacrva Sri the Acropolis of that 
city. Our Litany, they tell na. ia the mnda,. 
form, of lienltentlnf pfOceoiiOn. Nothing can be mora 
natural Ihanauoh eapreailona of feeiinr; or forms of 
prayer, when they ore as they ought to he, that is, 
really natural. Such, then, is the traditional element 
of the Carlinal's Pastoral. " A nd lb la i a iijtewi bo our 
first impulse," he eays, " to turn to God in aiTliailon 
and contrition of spirit, to humble ourselves beneath 
Hia mighty hand, to act our faces to tho Lord Cfod 
and say to Him, ' To Thee, O Lord, juitico, but to ut 
canfuaion of face;' and then to entreat Him tcMItoif 
ua ngain tho light of His oanirtenonce, to seatler ilio 
Gentiles who delight iu war." 

It so happens, however, that, as our readers will ra- 
mninher, thia was not the Brat impulse to which his 
EmlnencB vielded on hearing of our Indian diiastsrs. 
As, ton, eiffietton and contrition of spirit, aolMiumilin- 
tion, confusion of face, and the loss of Qod'a coun- 
tenance, were not (hs Cardinal's first sunsotiona. 
bo bIjo they ore rather considerably ntoiifled and 
restrained in the document before us by older 
thoughts not all penitential and self-humbling. The 
Cardinal, tt la 'me, expatiates not only nt length, but, 
wo might almost say, with r,est on the dierressing and 
horrible nature of these calamities, en the treachery of 
th e Sepoy, on the sudden cessation of peace, prosperity, 
and happfnen In India, an tha failure of our hopes, 
and, so fee at appearances go. on the discredit to our 
name nnd our causa. His sympathies lead him not lo 
-underrate, but rather to makefile mast of, our national 
sailYtings ; and we might even any that there are miti- 
gatlngeueurnstanceii nnd cortfiuilns; reflectiona that do 
not appear in the Pastoral. For our part, loo, its 
Englishmen, wo do not quite acquiesce in the 8gure 
which, in the ecu] jedement of the Cardinal, ia' tbe 
nearest approach to the history of the Indian Itminy. 
We do not recognise in it " the unchecked nnoeaiei of 
fiendish fury by vcliich legions of demons lei locie 
atjainst a Iribe Bocarfsd of &od would bare marked 
their progress ot devastation." Wo see neither the 
" leeians of demons" nor the " tribe accursed of Ood" 
in (lie matter. Go, even In his view of thn Tears, wa 
cannot quite go Blnne wilb tbe figurative and 
high-flown Cardinal. But when ha has thus mads 
us a present of all tie facts of the c»ae— in- 
dignities, insults, dishonor, the ferocity of the 
tiger, oruel perfidy, tteaoheraua brutality, and a great 
deal more — we rauat be permitted to say thai everv- 
thinBicallf natural and apontatieons in the nntonil, 
every word with the least feeling and puint, is to the 
effect fiat England richly deserves what she has got, 
and that such it her treatment of the Cardinal and his 
co religianieU, that they may consider themselves ab. 
solved from all shara in tbe responsibility of those 
matters. They may, if they please, take the place of 
ten three patrlarclial philosophers who sal by ! ■ i. . 
Ing Job's miseries. Indeed, the Cardinal goes so fur 
ns to intimate that the Pops and the Sepoy are fel- 
low victims nf British unfairness and onelty ; and 
that the one has only done a hllle rough justice in bs. 
half of the other. 

There ere two views to betaken of chastisements by s 
Divine and inscrutable Po WCF- Both Views are equally 
scriptural, and actually natural to a modest and reason- 
able rnind. 'i'iio aria refers out cilamiliea to justice, 
the othrt to merrry ; and we may fairly suppose that if 
we'dtserve what we suffer, tba aobTermg is mcrrirully 
sent to recall ns to our duty. The fjetolnal, however, 
treats this matter of XKvine justkc with touch 
human wisdom. He admits, daclrinally. 
and infarentially, tliat inasmuch ' sa thn 
Roman Catholics share the suffering, therefore 
they must not disclaim a share in the responstbijity. 

" Lei us," he says, » exert ourselves ta the utmost 
to evert the scourges of Divine Justice falling heavily 
upon our empire. Let ue take our share ia the hii- 
millalion as yvo do in the Buffering, Let us not bold 
up our heads and say that we have had na part in tho 
cauaes of these calamities. They Brn a oamraon 
burden, they afflict ua ell end oppress ns all," So, 
logically end theologically, In an CDQlesiaatieal point 
ot vtew, and as a church ceremony, tho Cardinal gra. 
ciouely undertaken for hie friends a share in tbe 
humiliation, inasmuch as thuy share the Buiihrtng. 
But when it comes to the facts of tha ease tha Car- 
dinal puts on the natural man, or rather puis off the 
unnatural one, and indicates very plainly au<£ deci- 
sively his own opinion, that so far train etharlna. the 
guilt, tho Roman Catholics havo been thctngelrcs the 
Tnnoeent vioiinia or it, nnd the calamity is u 
Divine interferonefl in their behalf. So fie im'- 
racdiately prcjecedsi — "Howeirer unjustly our 
religion may liava been treated in thai 
distant country by its rulers, however even now 
It may bo unkindly dealt with, horvever wo may have 
been alaudered or .calumniated there, or at home, all 
must an that day be forgotten. Wo are only natives 
of one country, subjects of one Crown, and we tnuai 
take our pDrllon of ocrnmora sorrow, dcink equally of 
the sitae bitterness, and take upon ourselves the yoke 
and burden of our feUow-aitixana, however far away." 
To remove all doubt sa te the actual exemption of the 
Roman Catholics from the crimes which have er>- 
cailedthls heavy blarr, and, even more, as to the blow 
having been inflicted for tho twofold crimes of the per- 
secution of the Cstbolia and of the native, tho Cirdi. 
nnl gives thean two injured parties s joint intwfst in 
the harpy result. "Let the guilty bn dealt with to 
that the land bs purged or its iniquity, and then 
lot just taws and honest prineiples, and fear of r;..-j 
und large Christian views prevail, without anpreulon 
of tho heathen Dr unfair leas to Christiana. Mean- 
while, as the Sepoy Is only doing the dirty work, fir 
the bloody work; wo should aay, of the PepisT, the 
plea of mercy is gratefully and powerfully urged in 
behalf of the former. " Listen not," exclsima the 
tender-hearted Cardinal, "to the sanguinary cries 
by which, pawiorta aiimciently nawrnl, snl too likely 
to ho inlaracd beyond lha verge or justice by the 
horrible spectacles on which thny will bs fed are 
virgedforwnrd to still madder exeitetntrni. Itanietnbcr 
that the words ' (engence' nnd 1 revenge' were wruihed 
out by tbe blood of Calvary from tho catalogue of 
man a assumed rights— that they ere reserved to Ood 
Elone.' Now, on this point we hog to soy that wo do 
nnt think it noccasaty to contend for the right of 
vengeance, nor ard wa vn any wins exaot as to lbs par- 
ticular namo under which execntlon la to bo done. 
"Vengeance, justice, mercy, and every ocosiderolion for 
tha mBimenonca of society alike enjoin the most 
tremendous end memorahie penalties on the persons 
and placer tainted with tboeo horrible crimes. 

Tho colletiHori which the Cardinal direct* to bs 
made on hu Bay of Hnmiliaiiori-wtiich, by the by, 
[as Sunday, and a Sunday of mnrelhsn commonly 
juhilaritand triumphant a ehsrseter in tbe calendar 
of his Church— ." Sosary Sunday"— is to ho applied 
tothepropsasuon of Soman Catholic doctrines in 
India, yhan a oufllcient outfit has been provided 
out of it for all the Human Catholic missionaries who 
raay have -tolunlcersd to go^whea a sufficiency of

TitB Paris ccrrrespondent of Vho 5*<Wa, writing 7 frorn 
that Oily on the 2<id of October, sayB : - 

Thos.o jodrrialiatn and fittvatenr politicians who strain 
their ingenuity ta discover 0 r invent details of recent 
interviotrs between eroincd heads, and who venture, 
fnn tho atreogth of the turn'jilf a oTforei^n chanoolTeries, 
1 or ol words let slip by diplomatists perhaps no hatter 
informed than themselves, eonflilently to stats the 
tobies discussed, at Osborne and Stuttgardt, and .that 
were to be discussed at Weimar, would sava thom- 
selvea trouble and baiter employ their time by taking 
a brooder view of these meetings of moosrehs and of 
their probable general reeulis to ftaropc. Itis.pre- 
aurnaolci that the gro at persona who have lately come 
together did act seek onah ntber with the intention of 
crcatina cJIJUculdea, and of partiug worse friends' than 
they met, hut rsthor with tbo purpose of facilitating., 
by a friendly uuderatasidinja, the settlement ef certain 
dlmeullles bsctueathed to us hy tho late war, 
nnd to the removal of which the treaty of" Paris 
eanaot bo said 'to have rlonomore than pave tha way. 
It lias been jnlhar hastily supposed that these meetinge 
would havo the efftot of eouutcTacting oneh other, "that 
ihe cordiality nf Oahornc would be chilled by tho reti- 
desjroua of Slultgardt, and that Weimar would go far 
to obliterate the memory of amicable [ntercourso in (he 
capilel of iVurtombcrc. This aeema a very narrow 
view of the caso. Whatever coolness may prevail 
between certain Covernmente, nobody, 1 suppose,"*!:, 
pasta il la, ho otn.rai.1. or Call give a Tllld reilblt Why 

harmony ahoitld nnt bo completely restored amohgit 
tbe great family of the Kerepcan Powers. The meet. 
inga that have ag yet taken pinoe appear to ma to have 
occurred in a very notursl order. Hcfir* repairina, to 
atl into-view with n teeertt foe, the EinDeror Napoleon 
went to visit a fukhrul ally. This might bo taken as 
an assurance that new frtuiida wonldnot inaite him for- 
get old para); but the viall bad alio other objects, nnd 
indeed such an assumnce v*ss not neceswy, for, not- 
withatsnding the atscrtlons ef a few foreign papas, 
neither England nar its Government ever entertained 
miainial oi anxiety with respect to the Ions talked of 
Bluttgardt inCf.ting. Between "Ruaaiasnd Pranoo there 
had been for some time previously a eattaiin drawing 
togsthor, ji revival of rrnad feeling, not unfitly eroirned 
by Iho meeting of Ihcli Sovereigns. And there ia 
nothing very surprising in the renewal nf old amity 
between the Russian and Austrian Courts, slthrnjgb, 
partly on account of its sudden and unexpected 'An- 
nouncement, it is the one that seems to hsva csueed 
most wonder. Now that tho passions engendered by 
war are stilled, publio opinion modifies tho judgment 
passed on tha conduct of Austria. Her ouarrel, more- 
over, was with Nioholaa, and (he Emperor Alexander 
ia certainly not bound, tho contest that gate riao to it 
being over, to perpetuate bis father's anfmesiiica, any 
moro than — it is to ho hoped — he proposes pursuing; 
bis polley. Aud, notwithstanding tho diatribes 
of tile Corisrj'fub'onilef, which acOrna to ' act 
tho part of a forlorn hope, desperately 
maintaining the tight which the general and main 
body ara ready to consider at an end, it is the opinion 
ofmanyliiaf, now that reconciliation is the order of 
the day, no very Ions lime may pass before wo witness 
a shaking af WW between Austria and. France. 
Nothing of this kind tlsnt we have lately aoan, ov may 
shortly see, need he considered, to portend changes in 
existing alliances, but simply an imrirmed understand- 
ing for high objects snd tho common good. Of the 
three interviews that have taken plane, that of Oahome 
— although, from the previous habile of friendly Inter- 
course between tbe Sovereigns, it was the ono that 
reused lean curiosity end oammcrit— should probably 
be set down as tho most im par tan t, in so far na regards 
certain serious questions now pending. A strontT 
opinion daily gains grennd that at thot meeting a 
satisfactory understanding was come to respecting the 
ultimata settlement of thn Moida-Wallachian ques- 
tion— a question the early solution of which, cer- 
tainly very desirable, depends not, as some of 
the Paris papers have, with Galtaordinacy haste and 
inaccuracy, arserted, an the composition juvd voles of 
tba Dannhian Divans, but on the daKbemijona and 
decision of the Paris Congress. It ia by tlmt Congress, 
when again assemble J, that tha future constitution of 
the Principalities will bs decided.' Divans end edm* 
minsioncrs are mere preliminaries, intended totloat* 
the ground aud elucidate the question. It is probably 
not until (ha next Conference at Paris thncthe vlewa 
of the E.'iglish anrl Prensh Governments with regard 
to Moldavia and Wsllaclila will he known,' hut, -when 
they are, it will perhaps be faund that they fall far 
abort of realising the aspirations of tho Unionists anrl 
of ! b sir anppOTtere in Franoa, A union of some kind 
there probably will be ; but as lo Its extent and nature 
wide differences of opinion prevail in the provinces 
themselves, end so it will ba found when the Divans 
naoot. Supposing these dirTeronces reconciled and the 
Divnns agreed, that will merely show what U 
onnai dared mast for the advantage of Moldo- 
Wolleshla by tbe Moldo- Wsllichian* themselves. 
Theae, howsver, are not to be tho sole judges, neither 
is the greatest gDod ot their country IHa only question 
to he considered. The interest and future tranquility 
of Buropa are also involved, and ihesa will, of course, 
bo foremost in tlio consideration of tho Paiia Con- 
ference. 

Whntliltle news there la to-dny relates te tho recent 
interviews, which, in conjunction wilh Indian aifalrs, 
at present engTtus tho publia attention. From Weimar 
ive leam that the meeting between the two emperors 
was most cordial. They embraced each other warmly, 
and hntl a converstttiort of tbrea hours* duration, at 
whieh the Empress of Huts.; a, who did not ones leave 
herhusbsnd, was the only person prcBent. There 
ia a rumour of a visit la he pild ta Berlin' hy 
tlio Emperor Napoleon. It may bo unfounded, 
but there nro persons who thirik that atiek a project is 
reallv on tbe (aotr. Young Mural, who wna sent by 
the Emperor with a letter to lbs King of Prussia, 
thanking hi in for his courtesy in sendiiiE lha Prince of 
Prusiio ta meEthim, woe extremely v»clT received: end 
the Kinr; told him thit he should write to thoEmp-ror 
of the French. With respect to Slnttgirdt interview, 
I hear that Count Waleivski has addressed n ennfldan. 
tul circular id the French ministers at foreltn courts. 
Such cireultus being not unfreciucnt (one was aont, 1 
bolieva, after Osborne), I mention- it merely boosnsa 
my Informant adds thot the document, which defines 
tho line sf policy tha French Qovemtncait proposes 
punning in accordance with tho groat Powers of 
whoso good will it is aaBiirod, ctrafitina, bj lis tahonr, 
all that hai been said of tha oHOntially pac[fl 0 ten- 
dency of the Stuttgardt meeting. 

The Emperor arrived in Furin yesterday evening 
tie its unexpectedly, coming from, lha camp. Eirlv- 
trus aficmonn he drove along the Boulevards in. ait 
ripen corriarfe, nccoippaniod hy the Empress, on bis 
way to the kastern Ruiiway Station, Trro olhcrcar- 
riagcs contained the oillcjite and ladiea in attendance 
Tiiere was no escort, and hia paaaave seemed nearly 
unnoticed. Ho seems still in love with hia ostnp, an d 
there is a talk of its being prolonged even beyond the 
1 oili instant, ah<;iild tho weather remain fine. ' A com- 
pany of actors from Paris i, ta give reprcecntaliona 
there during lbs Hoy of Ilio Empress.
